Two Men Blown to Death at

du Pont Plant in Wayne,

Passaic County.

BUILDINGS DISLODGED.

Shock Like Earthquake Breaks

Windows in Villages for

Miles Around.

Four of the fourteen buildings of
Ihe Du Pont black powder mills ut
Wayne. N. J., about nine miles west
of Paterson. blew up shortly after 8

o'clock y with a jar that whs
felt within a radius of fifty miles
Charles Stoltr, superintendent of the
plant, and Charles Rysdlck. an em-

ployee, were killed, and William
Spernow, the powder boss, was prob-

ably mortally injured. Another man
Is tinnecountnd for, but It haa not
been determined that he la dead.

Rysdlck. who was In the powder press
huildlnK. the tint to ko up, was blown
to atoms. H wan --en In the doorway
a Moment before the explosion, but not

all I of his liody ban ooen discovered. of
A trasrmcnt of hla Jumper waa found
lielf a mile from the plant. It la bellcvi'd
ut least a ton of giant powder exploded,
and there la not a building In Wayne or
the nearby town of Mountain View thu
la not badly damaged. Windows were to
blown out of every structure In these
two villages and scores of buildings
were shifted on their foundations or
had their walls cracked and ceilings
shaken down.

Supt. Btoltg was making s round of
Inspection with Powder Uobs Spernow
when the explosion occurred. He was
blown high In the air and was dead
when his body struck the ground amid
u heap of debris. Hoth Spernow's legs
and two of his ribs were broken. An-

other man, whose name haa not been
learned, suffered a broken leg and
thigh.

Isaac Burnford, an employee, was in
the way of some red hot debris and
waa bully cut and burned. When he
got up and ran off he seemed to have
been frightened out of his wits and
raved for several hours afterwurd. Al-

fred Ji inni another employee, was also
tut and bruised by lulling debris.
FOUR EXPL08ION8 IN QUICK

SUCCESSION.
The four buildings destroyed' were

built of sheetlron and timber. They
were a corning mill, a wheel mill, a
finishing mill and u powder press. Iarge
quantities of explosives were In all four
buildings. Scarcely a second intervened
between the four explosions.

The big Jar came Just as a train of

the Ureenwood Lake division of the
OOrle Railroad was discharging paaaen-tier- s

at the Wayne depot, hulf a mile In

from the ()owder works. All the win-

dows on the side of the cars to.iard II
the powder plant were smashed and the
station was badly damaged. Several
passengers were thrown from the steps

of the cars, but none was hurt.

tlon for the bituminous miners," he
continued, "and we will go Into the
conference with the anthracite operat-
ors at 1'hlladelphla with absolute con-
fidence that they will not hold out
against higher wages for their men
also. It will be a strlktle triumph
throughout the coal industry.

The killing of Stewart occurred In the

Early y, while Stswdrt and
Hedges were getting out their delivery
wagons preparatory to their morning
trips, Hedges handed Stewart a wrenoh

Stewart took the wrench
and i an halt a block to the store, to
And the door locked and no one In the
building.
STEWART COULDN'T SEE THE

JOKE ON HIM.
Out of breath and angry, he returned

to the barn and asked Hedges what he
meant by sending him on the errand.
Hedges laughed bolaterously. The
April Fool Joke he had played on hi
employer' brother appeared irresistibly
funny to him. Stewart, unable to "take
a Joke." struck Hedges, according to
witnesses.

The men were separated and went to
the store, where Hedges Is ssld to have
renewed the quarrel, attacking Stewart
several times. Each time he was re-

strained by bystanders. In one of the
attacks he la said to have seised a
heavy shovel and tried to brain Stewart.

The men were alone In the store at
7.30 o'clock, but several customers who
had been In and out declare Hedges was
making angry threats against Stewart,
vowing to "have his life's blood." Stew-
art was leaning over barrel Just as
Andrew Heward entered.

He saw He.! sob pick up a hammer
and steal up behind Stewart, dealing
him a crushing blow on the back of the
head. Stewart staggered for a moment
and Hedge (ought to repeat the blow,
but Seward disarmed him.

Robert Stewart waa summoned. HI
brother did not appear to be badly in-

jured, and after upbraiding both nun
for fighting while he wma away he lent
hi brother to Dr. Austin' office, where
three t1tche were taken In the wound.
James J. was then to Ruben's
home, on High View avenue. He did
not regard his condition as serious, but
In a few minutes complained of tevere
patns. He was put to bed and died at 10

o'clock. His skull wss fractured at the
base of the brain.
ORDERED TO DO DOUBLE WORK

AS PUNISHMENT.
Believing his brother might possibly

have been at fuult and not thinking the
wound serious, Robert Stewart ordered
Hedges to take his delivery wagon and
make his morning rcunds for order.
As a punishment he told Hedges he
would have to cover James Stewart's
route.

"Then maybe you will quit skylsrklng
around the store when I'm not there,"
Stewart told his clerk.

After James Stewart died officers went
In pursuit of Hedges and found him In

hla delivery wasjpu In Riverside. He
!wa locked up, charged with murder,

Hedges Is twenty-seve- n year old and
newly married. Jumea Stewart was
thirty.
